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BROKERS’ RICKSHAS 


To-Day’s Prosecutions. 


Before Mr. R. E. Lindsell, at 
the Police Court this morning, 
the puller of Mr.G. P. Lammert's 
ricksha was charged with having 
an obscured number plate. 

In  explanstion of — the 
charce, Mr. . H. King, 
AS.P., who prosecuted, said that 
the plate was turned up 
horizontally so that no-one could 
gage the figure. 

The defendant replied that the 
number could be seen when the 
shafts were lifted far pulling. 

Mr. G.P. Lammert informed 
the Magistrate that the number 
plates on private rickshas were 
not placed ag they were 
on ordinary» public rickshas, 
but were secured to the axle of 
the vehicles, generally with soft 
wires, and were accordingly 
easily moved out of pasition. 
There was never aoy intention 
to obscure the number. He 
uoderstood = “obscuring” to 
mean that something was 
piaced over the plate to 
conceal tthe number, and, that 
being sv, was nut applicable to 
his case. He had been in the 
Colous for very many years, had 


_[helped the Police in a number of 


cages, and he thoucht that such a 
small offence could bave been 
yectified by a warning. 

Mr. King said that the state- 
ment‘ot Mr. Lammert had aot 
mace clear the facts of the case 
which were that this day week, 
between 10 and Lt o'clock in the 


‘morning. he (Mr. King) was in 
\Ice House Street when he saw 


the defendant's ricksha abreast of 
two cthers in suvh a manner as 
£0 Uhestace Une roacway. He told. 
the defendant to move out and 
take up another position, leaving 
the two others as they were, “As 
regards the imputation by Mr. 
Lammert that dixcrimination 
was made against hiy rieksba, 
Mr. King said that he was pot 
aware that thericksha in question 
was owned by “tr. Lammert. 
What caused him to take 
particular note of the vehicle was 
the demeanour of the coolie, who 
turned round and grinned at him 
after moving the vehicle. ™ His 
demeanour was such,” continued 
Mr. King, “thas I turned 
round to see what number 
it was. I had to go three 
yards down the road before I 
could sae the number. Another 
coolie had to dive in and to turn 
upright the pate,’ ard he had to 
use 80 mosh force in doing it, that 
it wes bent. Idid not. know it was 
Mr. Lammert’s ricksha at aj.” 

Mr. Lammert asked whether 
he would be charged if in a 
cxilhsion with a motor car 
his ricksha were overturned 
and toe number concealed.

from flying in despair to tho West 
Indies as he had planned, which 
would have been a calamity indeod. 
“It has been claimed,” Mr. 
Maconachie continued, “that it was 
reserved for William Pitt, an -Eng- 
lishtnar, of the. English, to recog: 
nise during Burns’ letime his 
place as a great poct, and that the 


"Scottish critics stopped hailing him 


as a rustic prodigy. Let the great 
statesman be given his ‘honour due, 
but the article in the Lounger, in 
which ‘Henry Mackenzie introduccd 
Hurns to‘the literary world, shews 
that Pitt's perception was not 
unique. Mackenzie is said to have 
been for long the Nestor of literacy 
Edinburgh, and he wrote there of 
Burns: ‘Hf 1 am not» greatly de- 
ceived, 1 think 1 may safely pro 
nounce him a genius of no ordinars, 
rank.’ He goes ef to disclaim ex 
plicitly the idea of commending the 
poet chiefly on the ground of hiv 
lowly circumstances, and affirms 
that his work on its own merits is 
fully entitled to command our fee) 
ings and tu obtain our applause.’ 
The article, which is a really valu- 
able and discriminating piece of 


‘criticism, concludes with the con: 


fident hope that Scotland wid 
‘stretch out her band to cherish and 
retain this native poet, and not sco 
him compelled to scek‘suy port and.

Misunderstood Intensity. 

This ardour, the speaker went 
on, accounted for much in Burns’ 
writing that had puzzled, and even 
offonded the leas enthusiastic 
natures, He had the artist’s power 
to project himself into varied 
situations, and in them he wns wont 
to utter himself! with an intensity 
of which few were capable, which 
was often -misunderatood, and 
which, it had to be admitted, often 
bore him beyond “bounds. But 
happily of recent years he had com: 
to bo bettor understood in that 
respect and in many others, It was 
putting it mildly to say that the 
poet was unfortunate in many of 
his carly. biegraphers, who were too 
Lusy drawing sober.sided warnings 
frum his career to sift with suffi- 
cient caro the accumulated gosaio 
wich camg to their oars, much of 
it unfriendly in spirit and unfound- 
ed in-fact. For instance, how often 
had it been repeated that Burns 
ha:l no ear for music, and could 
seareely toll ono tune from another? 
It was impossible to believe that 
the man who set some of the luve. 
liest lyrics in existence to words 
from which tey could never ba 
parted could be what the Scots 
called ‘‘timmer." So it was ao 
surprise when it was Inter-Jearned 
that he had a fine ear for melody, 
and covld pick a tune out on the

Sir William Brucyate, in his 
speech last Wednesday or the 
oceasion of the conferment of 
degrees by the Hongkong Uni- 
versity, touched on several 
aspects of education in Asia that 
deserve particular notice, inas- 
much as they come. from one 
who is perhaps best entitled to 
express an opinion on this 
matter locally. We propose 
only to seles? for comment Sir 
William's remarks as to the 
proper environment for Chinese 
youths absorbing British teach- 
ing and as to the outlook for 
degree men.of the University. 
In advocatiog the Chinese er- 
vironment for students, the Vice- 
Chancellor indicated his agree- 
ment with the view that itisa 
mistake to so “ Europeanise” an 
Asiatic as to put him out of sym- 
patby with his own country and 
its people. We heave previously 
commented on this aspect of a 
British education for the Chinese, 
and, with Sir William, we agree 
that such a produc: would be 
“no us2 in China.’ By all 
means, if desired, let there bea

In many American harbours 
tho risk of fire on tho water front 


‘is seriously increased by the pres- 


ence of the floating acum of waste 
oil from oil burning steamships. 
Mr. Bancroft Hill, the Baltimore 
harbour engineer, hasdevisad an 
apparatus for dealing with this 
problom. It works in a way eug- 
gesting an inverted vacuum 
cleaner. Its ensential features 
are a pump and settling tank 
mounted on a scow, with a sub 
merged pipo projecting forward. 
The mouth of this pipe comes up 
to a point an inch or ao below the 
surface of the water, When the 
pomp is in cperation, this special- 
ly devised mouthpiece gathers oil 
and water from the surface by 
powerful suction, and discharges 
the fluids into the settling tank 
through tho pipe. In the tank the 
water settles to the bottom and is 
drawn off by means of a waste 
pipe at one side, while the oil 
remains and may ba disposed of 
with ease, For convenience of 
handling the tank 18 movable and 
may be taken ashore. The rela- 
tion of this apparatus to harbour 
patrol] will bo akin to that of a 
firehoat. From a fixed station it 
will be ready to respond to calla 
sent in by an oi! inspector 
upon the discovery of ac- 
cumulations of surface oil. At 
Baltimore an inspector's boat 
makes the round of tbe harbour 
daily, for the purpose not only of 
detecting such accumulations but 
algo of examining the sidea of 
ships at anchor, :

"Peat Cutters’ Find Bronze Age 
Cloak. 


Investigations made on the 
otian of a coset discorered by 
pea: wutters in Gerum Fen, 
Skara, Sweden, show that iis 

* one of the oldest in Europe, 

It was found only a few feet 
under the surface of the peat, and 
the preserving quatities of the fen 
water have kept it intact since 
the Bronze Age, about! £00 years 
before the Christian era, 

Professor Montolius, who died 
recently, made a careful+ xamina- 
tion of the cloak, and Professor 
Kossina also examined = it. 
Further confirmation of the 
authenticity of its age was forth- 
coming from Dr. L. von Post, the 
State Geologist of Sweder. 

T.e Sarment has the appear- 
ance of acloak to be flung over 
the shoulders. and it does not 
look very archaic when compared 
with more modern wear. It ts 
woven by hand fram wool. 

Inquines at the Bronze Age 
department of the British Museum 
revealed the fact that pieces of 
materia! handwoven in the same 
period are tabulated here. “ They 
were taken fram the Swiss lake 
dwellings,” said an official “and 
there is no reason why this find 
should not he perfectly genuine. 

“Ttis probable that the peat 
aveas of Ireland cover and pre- 
serve much that would throw 
great deal of light ee the little- 
krown race of the Brozze Age 
period of corthern Europe.”
